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3-YEAR SENTENCE 
IN $492,000 THEFT 


PENTICTON (CP)—Kathleen Ann Spiller, 26, 
was sentenced in magistrate’s court today to three 
years for her part in the disappearance of $492,000 
from the Royal Bank of Canada’s Penticton branch. 

Miss Spiller pleaded guilty last week to charges 
of theft over $50 and falsifying bank records. 

As soon as sentence was passed, Miss Spiller 
gasped, clasped her hands to her face and dashed 
out of the courtroom with her lawyer Fred Herbert. 

Still facing a theft charge in connection with 

, the money disappearance is Frances (Bambi) 
Shubin, 41, a bookkeeper who shared a luxurious 
home-in nearby Naramata with Miss Spiller. 

She has not entered a plea on a charge of theft 
over $50 and will next appear in court November 25.

HEAVY GUNS OF THE OP- 
position parties, and in particu- 
lar the heavy tones of Mr. Stanfield, 
have been directed with increasing 
eoncentration on federal govern-

The fact is that beyond a few 
general basic principles of economics 
and finance, and an adherence to 
honesty, no expert can be com- 
pletely confident today of the exact 
__course.of future developments, or of 
the exactly correct measures to im- 
pose to meet situations as they arise. 
It is much easiér to denounce what 
has been done by somebody else 
than to originate the perfect policy. 
And in launching his invective at 
the, government benches, Mr. Stan- 
field is only duplicating the conduct 
of opposition leaders in every coun- 
try where democratic debate is per- 
mitted. No.government has perfect 
judgment—but.no Opposition has 
either. 

Mr. Trudeau is much too candid 
a man to pretend otherwise. At 
Calgary recently, for instance, in 
addressing the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce convention, the Prime 


Minister__plainly admitted: “The 
truth is that the financial situation 
which the government faces over 
the next few years was not foreseen 
at the time when many of our pres- 
ent programs were begun.” That is 
a remark which any government 
leader in the world could truthfully 
make—but which not all would. 

One of the major concerns of the 
federal government today is the 
rapid rise in the cost of the so-called 
open-end’ programs of welfare, 
health and educational assistance. 
Mr. Trudeau, recalling the period of 
“exceptional growth” in the Cana- 
dian economy during 1964, ’65 and 
66, when “many of the programs 
which are now putting great pres- 
sure on our financial resources were 
initiated,” notes that the increase in 
federal spending over the past ten 
years has been. roughly in line with 
the increase in the GNP, but that 
“the total spending of the provinces 
and municipalities has increased 
‘about twice as fast to the point 
where it-now substantially exceeds 
the federal budget.”

Faced with the fact that “the 
costs of many existing programs are 


now rising much faster than govern- 
ment revenues,” the competition of 


the various levels of government for~ 


the taxpayer’s dollar is becoming 
sharper. While governments are 
blamed, of course, and with some 
justification, the plain truth is that 
the public has demanged so, many 
new services and so many extensions 
of old ones in the welfare society 
which we are fashioning that no 
government revenues could keep 
pace_with them. 

In opposition, speakers can 
freely demand services and just as 
freely denounce the costs. In gov- 
ernment, the unpopular choices of 
refusing _services_or taxing to pay 
for them must be made;#And when 
Mr. Stanfield says that Finance Min- 
ister Benson ought to be selling pa- 
tent medicine rather than trying to 
run the country’s finances, he is 
clearly trying to peddle a little snake 
oil himself. . 


Ear Pollution 


WHATEVER THE PARTICU- 
lar merits involved in the de- 
cision by Oak- Bay Council to re- 
ject a hovercraft base in the muni- 
cipality, major concern about noise 
was expressed by opponents of the 
project. Ear pollution is becoming 
recognized as a serious problem in 
industrialized nations; it will de- 
mand increasing attention in the 
future. Humans can tolerate only: 
so much noise before physical and 
psychological breakdowns occur. 


Doctors have discovered that a 
daily eight-hour exposure to. 105 
decibels of noise will cause hearing 
loss forall workers. Some are af- 
fected at lower levels. A loud out- 
board motor generates 102 decibels; 
a loud power mower 107 decibels. A 
jet plane at takeoff rcaches 150 
decibels. It canbe seen that we all 
flirt daily with potential injury. 

In the United States there is 
special concern about the conse- 
quences of increasing numbers of 
jet aircraft and the coming super- 
sonic airliner. A new law has been 
approved by Congress to regulate 
aircraft noise levels, but it is a 
minimal measure that only begins

Everything is blamed nowadays on 
lack of communication when the real 
lack is something to communicate. You 
might suppose, from the current jargon 
of the political scientists, that they have 
a mighty secret, a solution to all 
problems, whith they would reveal to an 
eager mankind if they were not throttled 
by the wicked ‘‘media.” 

We stand beside the tower of truth 
and if we could only find the magic 
password the door would open upon 4 
garden of delights, a very. Camelot, or 
better still, on Mr. St. Pierre’s imagin- 
ary kingdom of Cariboo. Alas, mo one, 
not even Mr. Trudeau, has found the 
word yet and we are left shivering in the 
dark. 


Increasingly Difficult 


Admittedly, the communication of 
ideas becomes increasingly difficult as 
the means of communicating them 
increases, But this is not the fault of the 


to cope with the overall problem. 

With one aircraft take-off-blast 
per day, a community could be ex- 
pected to put up with a rating of 
115 deeibels. But with 128 flights 
a day, the tolerance level drops to 
-94 -decibels. -People who live ad- 
jacent to Kennedy Airport in New 
York now are subjected to 700 jet 
take-offs a day. 

The experts admit that blaring 
rock-and-roll musi¢ at a level of 100 
decibels seems to have a soothing 
tonic effect on most youngsters 
while it drives their parents to dis- 
traction and can kill a mouse. So 
where is the line between mere an- 
noyance and actual health hazard? 
The scientists maintain that annoy- 
ance alone can aggravate existing 
physical disorders. It disturbs the 
conditions which are essential to 
one’s feelings of well-being. 

In any case, the over-riding con- 
sideration should be each person’s 
right to “domestic tranquility,” as 
the U.S. constitution phrased it: 
That is a basic concern that is too 
often ignored in these hectic, blar- 
ing times. If we can still hear our- 
selves think over the din, it deserves 
some thought. 


Fined for Getting Left? 


HE CITY’S PUBLIC WORKS 
committee, its chairman, Al- 
derman Clyde Savage, and Mayor 
Hugh Stephen, have demonstrated 
a gratifying reaction to the traffic 
engineer’s suggestion that _a_new 
bylaw be passed giving police dis- 
cretionary powers to charge motor- 
ists caught by a red light in an in- 
tersection.

There are far too many efforts 
these days to put Jaws on the books 


which leave it up to a policeman to 
decide whether or not a person is 
guilty of a crime. The rejected 
clause would have made it illegal 
for a driver to be caught in an inter- 
section after the light turns red, yet 
proponents of the measure insisted 
that the policeman could ignore the 
law if he thought it was not the 
driver’s fault that he was left

communication apparatus. It is the fault 
of the audience, the nature of modern 
society in which ideas multiply faster 
than our capacity to absorb them. 

The science of politics, for example, 
is much more complicated than any 


physical-science—because—it-deals—with- 


consistently changing materials.A phys- 
icist can rely on the laws of matter. A 
chemist can mix certain elements and be 
sure of the result. But a politician cannot 
be sure of anything in advance since he 
works with human beings who are 
incalculable, their chemistry of emotion 
altering from day to day. 

Moreover, the gap between the 
politician’s world and the world of the 
ordinary citizen is not closing. It is 
widening. Modern government involves 
so many technical problems of finance, 
economics, international power and 
above all, psychology, that the ordinary 
citizen understands it far less. than his 
father understood the simple government 
of an earlier day. Even -the higher 
intellectual community, as C. P. Snow 


once said in a famous lecture, is split so 
widely that scientists, artists and politi- 
cians of the same nation no longer speak 
the same language. With all our 
machinery of automatic information we 
still inhabit our separate solitudes, our 
padded-cels. ———______—______— 

Yet the ordinary citizen, at efection 


. time, is supposed to be capable of 


deciding issues that he has never 
seriously studied, as if an. ignorant 
layman were well equipped to advise a 


neurological surgeon in the middle of a- 


brain operation. By a similar assump- 
tion, the surgeon who may know and 
care nothing about politics is entitled to 
vote a government in or out as he 
pleases. 


But It Works 


Democracy, rejecting all the facts of 
human experience, does not allow anyone 
to be politically more equal than others 


~“but-its- assumption, though reckless and 


improbable, works more satisfactorily 
than the assumptions of any alternative 
system so far invented. 

It works in its queer fashion mainly 
because the ordinary citizen, knowing 
that some men are obviously more equal 
than others, no matter what the law may 
say, judges its leaders, with a. profound, 
instinctive and almost infallible wisdom 
before it gives them power to govern. 
The voter may not understand the 
problem. He understafids the men and

Indeed, if President-elect Nixon were 
to pay his most significant political 
debts, Sen. Eugene McCarthy would have 
a high place in hig administration. And 
sub-cabinet posts would be about evenly 
divided between the big money contribu- 
tors from Texas and elsewhere, and the 
academic and journalistic intellectuals 
who did more for Nixon than any fat-cat 
could possibly do, by the pre-and post- 
Chicago sneering that prevented Hum- 
phrey from gaining momentum until it 
was @ just a bit too late. 


Exceptional Man 


But these facts, though obvious and 
important, are still a good deal less 
important than the main fact, which is 
the prospect of a Nixon administration. 
Concerning this, one must begin. by 
saying that Nixon’s comeback fnom the 
depths of disaster is. quite enough, is and 
of itself, to prove that the President-elect 
is an exceptional man. What he has 
accomplished.is_truly remarkable, and 
the remarkable character of his accomp- 
lishment is also a major and encourag- 
ing sign for the future. 

‘That being said, however, the rest-is 
all doubt and speculation. For at this 
juncture, no one at all, perhaps even 
including the president-elevt himself, 
really. knows what Nixon's choice will 
be between the two strategies that are 
open to him. : 

As he well knows himself, Richard 
Nixon, like Lyndon B. Johnson, is ‘not the 
Kind of political leader who commands 
strong personal love and loyalty. He has 
the advantage over Johnson that he has 
faced’ this fact about himself, and he 
makes his plans accordingly. But this 
fact, again of major significance, leaves 
Nixon with only two alternatives that he 
can choose between as a _ minority 
president. . 


Options 


Crudely speaking, be can turn sharp 
right, or he can move. sharp left; but he 
cannot stay where he is, aiming to be all 
things to ail men. In other words, he can 
try to create a new coalition_of all the 
conservative élements in the American 
electorate, not forgetting the southerners 
and northerners who voted for George C. 
Wallace—a smaller group than had ‘been 
feared, but still a substantial group, 
sufficient to provide a solid majority if 
added to the Nixon vote on Tuesday: 

Or be can instead try to do-the sort of 


thing he was so mistakenly expected to . 


do, at any rate in a small way, when so 
many people were 0 sure that Mayor 
John Lindsay of New York would be his 


vice-presidential choice. In other words, 
he can try to create a broad-spectrums: 
‘centre-government, commanding moder- 
ate Democratic as well as moderate 
Republican support. 

In the whole record, there is not a 
particle of evidence to indicate which 
choice Nixon now leans towards; His own 
closest advisers are sharply split, 
between the big-state northerners who 
generally advocate course number two, 
and the theorists of the ‘‘Southern 
Strategy” who prefer course number 
one. But Nixon is a man who makes his 
own choice in any case. 

The composition of the Nixon cabinet 
will tell something, and it may even tell 
a good deal, about the choice Nixon 
means to make. For example, he has 
said that he will have a bi-partisan cabi- 
net, including Democrats as well as Re- 
publicans. But he has said“nothing to 
indicate that these Democrats will not be 
men like former Governor Allen Shivers 
of Texas, who headed the Democrats-for- 
Nixon. committee. 

Yet there is in truth no solid evidence 
at all as yet to point the way Nixon will 
now go—except perhaps for his choice of 
Spiro T. Agnew as vice-president instead 
co. the waiting Lindsay. We must wait a 


‘while, until this shrewd, careful, long- 


headed man has weighed the factors and 
matured his plans; and we must wait 
again until these plans are unmistakably 
unveiled. It will be a suspenseful wait.

At the beginning, when his campaign was still 
a phantom movement among enthusiasts who had 
no assurance they would end Up with a candidate, _ 


Pierre Trudeau himself was at first amused, then ii 


troubled, by the idea of contesting the leadership. 

Quite apart from feeling that he. was so new to polities 
that-it would be presumptuous to consider the top job, he 
feared that he could never win the party over to his ideas. 

At the same, time, he had doubts whether the double 
constraints. of the existing cabinet structure and the 
entrenched’ power of Ottawa's bureaucracy would allow him 
to lead a government according to his own style and in his 
own direction. 

Just before Christmas he confided to a few close friends, 
“You know, before I make my decision, I've got to find out 
whether it’s really possible to do anything once you get into 
the prime minister’s office.” 

After his successful appearances at the Quebec and 
Ontario Iuiberal association meetings in late January and 
early February, and following ‘his dramatic television 
confrontation with Premier Daniel. Johnson during the 
federal-provincial conference on the constitution, Trudeau 
decided (on February 16) to become a candidate. 

Almost immediately, he demonstrated an astonishing 
rapport with both the ptblié and the delegates. Suddenly it 
became Trudeau against the rest. 

The Liberal professionals running against him, earnestly 
spelling out the details of their policy commitments, seemed- 
to be treating the many difficult issues facing the nation as 
segments of public opinion to be assuaged. 

Trudeau, even though. he was the least specific of all the 
candidates in the pledges he made, projected. the 
determination of a man who views politics as a moral 
commitment... He began to evolve his ideas for turning 


He seemed able, without strain, to establish personal 
contact with his audiences, operating on a private wave 
jength the other candidates couldn't jam. 

In Victoria, where the monarchy was still an important 
issue; loca] Liberals closely questioned Trudeau on a topic he 
had previously dismissed as irrelevant. 

He won the crowd over with a shrug and the comment:

“The truth,” wrote Paul Fox, the University of Toronto 
political scfentist, in the Toronto Daily Star “‘is that beneath 
his dashing image Pierre Trudeau is conservative. 

“His attitude on many matters is cautious and conven- 
tional—on the constitution, for instance, on ‘medicare, on 
the sale of war material to the United States, on NATO 
and other matters, as his public statements during the - 
current campaign are now beginning to make clear. 


‘Sweeter to Their Ears’ 


“That is the source of his appeal to many English 
Canadians. They like his conservative, hard line on Quebec. It 
is just what they have been waiting to hear from anyone and, 
coming from a French Canadian, it is all the sweeter to their 
ears."’

Gambled on His Impact 


The strategy of the Trudeau backers was simply ‘‘the 
campaign is the man'’. His advisers—gambling on the impact 
Trudeau. would have on delegates _as compared with that of 


; his opponents—believed that little hardsell was needed, 


Great care was taken to avoid. attacking the other 
candidates. The secret Trudeau manual stated explicitly: 

“At the end of the Convention it will be necessary to have 
a united party. With this in mind: 

1. Maximum care should be exercised to avoid any 
attacks or action that will hurt or damage other candidates. 

2. Confrontations with them should be avoided if at all 
possible, 

3. The best way to achieve this is to run a campaign that, 
as far as possible, ignores the presence of other candidates, 
If comment on them is required, it should be to the effect 
that they are fine, competent men who clearly believe they 
have something to offer the party and the country. It is good 
and healthy for the party that they are presenting 
themselves. The delegates will have the opportunity .to hear 
points of view and make a choice.” ‘ 

The fact that Trudeau's candidacy, which at the begin- 
ning of the race had no roots within the party apparatus—and 
indeed, was hardly more than a seed of speculation in the 
minds of a few friends—could burst into full flower within 
weeks indicated a great deal about the country and the 
Liberal Party. 

It meant that national politics was passing through one of 
its periodic upheavals when a relatively non-partisan outsider 
moves in to reform and recharge the system, 

Within the Liberal ranks there was still formidable 
opposition to Trudeau but the group that opposed him as an 
interloper no longer controlled the party. 

More realistic and more modern Liberals admitted only 
that Trudeau was difficult to categorize. His manner was 
certainly ostentatiously anti-Establishment, as was his 
connection with trade unionism, But his upbringing, 
background and education gave him an Establishment aura. 

Any die-hard doubters who confided ‘their qualms to 
Lester Pearson found the departing Prime Minister 
enthusiastic about Trudeau. 

One visitor who brought some personal doubts about 
the Justice Minister's ideological position was assured by 
Pearson that he had taken the trouble of sending for 
Trudeau’s RCMP file and had found nothing in it that would 
cast doubt on his character, é 

As the leadership campaign raced toward the climax of 
the Ottawa convention, Trudeau’s opponents clustered with 
their advisors, trying to divine the source of his political 
magic, suspicious that he had some special trick that could 
be mastered. 


Emissaries Observed Him 


They sent emissaries to observe him, talk to him, touch 


him, But the couriers came back as puzzled as ever, 


variously reporting that it must be his looks, or his youth, his 
money, his suspected radicalism, or maybe his reputation as 
an intellectual. But Turner was younger, Winters handsomer, 
Kierans more radical, Hellyer richer and Martin had more 


Still Trudeau plunged serenely on, maintaining his inner 
repose, refusing to dissolve his personality or lend himself to 
the gravitational pull of the campaign. And the more he held 
back, the more the crowd wanted a piece of him, 

It was as though Trudeau was perfotming what Norman 
Mailer once described as ‘‘the indispensable psychic act of a 
leader, who takes national anxieties so long buried and 
releases them to the surface where they belong.” This was 
the mystery that made him the source of such fascination, 
the trick that the professionals couldn't duplicate. 

In Trudeau's offhand statements (“What we need are 
new guys and new ideas’), in his very presence, the 
delegates thought they recognized that Canada under his 
leadership would no longer be a tired nation clinging to the 
past, fearful of change. 

He seemed to hold out the promise that the process of 
discovering Canada had not come to an end, that Expo 67 
wasn’t just a momentary phenomenon, that this was a young 
nation with vast, unexploited possibilities. 

He personified the hoped-for sophistication of the 
perfectly bicultural.Canada of tomorrow. Not only was he 
flawlessly fluent in both English and French, but his manner 
combined Gallic touches that came out in his shrugs, with 
something of the phlegm of the British upper class, the 
unflappability that had built an empire. 

By the time the April 4-6 Liberal leadership convention 
met in Ottawa, it had become obvious that Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau was the candidate to beat.

Nigeria Begins 
To Improve 
World Image 


By JOHN BEST 


LAGOS (CP) -— Most observers here agree that 
federal Nigeria’s public. relations system has been 
lamentably .bad, especially in comparison with the 
smooth-working publicity machine operating for the 
secessionist regime in Biafra. 


Now, however, the picture is 
changing, says Anthony Ena- 
horo, the Lagos government's 
commissioner of information. 

“We are satisfied that we 
have turned the corner,” said 
Enahoro in an interview. “From 
studying the overseas press we 
believe that we have caught up 
with them (the Biafrans), «« - 
efter some hard work.” 

Enahoro’s position in the 
federal military government is 
equivalent to that of minister in 
a country such as Canada. 

He claimed Biafra has spent 
from $2,000,000 to $5,000,000 in a 
publicity: campaign to. tell its 
story to the world. 

A key part of that story is 
that the federal government is 
out to annihilate the Ibo race 
through @ policy of genocide. 
The federal government em- 
phatically denies this. 


REALIZES NEED 

However, it has begun to real- 
ize that convincing the-world Te- 
quires more than just a passive 
rejection of the Biafran allega- 
tions—a fact in itself that testi- 
fies to the effective head start 
gained by the secessionists in 
the propaganda war. 

Enahoro acknowledged that 
Markpress, the Geneva-based 
organiization which handles the 
Biafran government's public re- 
lations and information pro- 
gram abroad, is “‘one of the 
best in the business.” 

“We haven't quite matched 
this.” 

He also said the federal gov- 
ernment does not have vast 
sums of money to spend on im- 
proving its ‘‘image.” 

“We have priorities—schools, 
keeping our foreign embassies 
going. ..». The normal day-to- 
day needs of a government still 
have to be met. 

“We couldn’t. arrest all devel- 
opment in the country just be- 
cause of this war.” 

The federal government is 
sending some of its top-level 
people abroad to talk to high-lev- 
el people of other countries—the 
ones who count—and impart the 
Nigerian side of the civil war 
story. 

The Biafrans have been doing 
this all along, he says, while 
federal leaders remained desk- 
bound. 


POSITION EXPLAINED 

When I talked to him, Ena- 
horo had just returned from a 
trip to France and Ireland. Ex- 
ternal Affairs Commissioner 
Okoi Arikpo was presenting his 
government's side of the case at 
the United Nations, and Com- 
munications commis sioner 
‘Aminu.Kano had just left for 
West Germany, the U.S. and 
possibly other countries.

U.K. Fears

LONDON -—The British 
were relieved Wednesday that 
the United States had actually 
elected ‘a president, though 
there was minimal en 
“thusiasm for Richard M. 
Nixon and _ considerable 
wariness about the kind of 
government he might lead. 

Officials, commentators and 
the man on the street are of a 
single mind in fearing that the 
narrowness of Nixon's margin 
and the election of a Demo- 
cratic Congress will mean 
that the president-elect will 
lack authority as he begins his 
term. 

There is particular fear that 
this potential lack,of authority 
will make more difficult the 
achievement of a negotiated 
settlement of the Vietnam 
war during the next crucial 
few months, 

But the prospect of peace in 
Vietnam also brings worries 
to senior British officials who 
otherwise would welcome an 
end. to the war on moral and 
political grounds, The worry 
is that peace could be 
followed by a recession in the

“November” 1ith should. not 
only be an occasion of re- 
membrance of the Glorious 
Dead, it should also be a time 
for practical remembrance of 
the disabled veterans, widows 
and dependants of the fallen 
who are in need of a helping 
hand. Poppy. Day, organized 
by Legion branches, provides 
everyone with an opportunity 
for practical remembrance. It 
is hoped that the people of 
Greater Vietoria, as in years 
past, will wear poppies.” | 

Sure, ’ll-wear a poppy, and 
hope you will, -too,__even 
though the great wars are 
long past, and, though I 
sometimes wonder whether 
we should go on resurrecting 
them year by year. The 
poppy, afterall, is not. the 
flower of remembrance but of 
forgetfulness, Still, the kids 
would miss the holiday, and 
some would lose more than 
that. 


* 


There are children of ser- 
vicemen whose deaths were 
Kastened by the war, even 
though they survived it. Some 
of the poppy money goes to 
provide high school or uni- 
versity bursaries for them, or 
to supplement their mothers’ 
pensions with a few needed 
dollars, 

Also, the take from those 
Vet Craft poppies buys small 
comforts for the men in our 
DVA hospital—a place which 
out of sheer cowardice, I 
have yet to visit. Why take 
the lid off hurtful memories of 
another veterans’ hospital and 
a man who, increasingly as his 
life progressed, paid for a 
plain soldier's part in-a 
war? . 

For war never really takes 
its claws out of a man, even if 
he survives it, and comes 
home, and picks up his life 
again. That, I suppose, is why 
the Legion keeps reminding us 
with its stiff red poppies each 
November of something that 
should have faded into 
history. 

There, the children of the 
Bomb might prefer to let old 
wars remain. They have their 
own worries. ‘ 

Even so, very many of them 
wear poppies, Their reasons 
Tiake sense: 


From a girl: “I. don't 
believe in war. I guess just 
because they were brave 
men.” 


From one young man: “I'd 
feel kind of guilty if I didn’t. 
Anyway, the money does 
some good.” 


* 


They were men, and per- 
haps their chief bravery was 
that they endured from one 
day to the next. 

Here is a page from one 
soldier's diary: 

“Mon., Stine 25, 1917. 

“Rainy night. Arrived back 
at dugout after making two 
trips to front line, 2:30 a.m. 
An officer of Engineers was 
killed, the Tenth buried a 
man. Slept from 6 a.m. till 1 
p.m., lucky to find a blanket. 
Heavy shellfire all day, but in 
spite of that, Prior and I went 
to spring for water and a 
wash. On ‘way back, we 
gathered a bouquet of lovely 
white, cream, red and pink 
roses and put them on graves. 

‘ ‘Went out on carrythg party at 
10:15 p.m... .” 

But there were damned few 
roses, or poppies either, and 
for July 23, that determined, 
workaday diarist managed 
only,-ome feebly-scrawled 
word. 

“Painful.’’ 

This after four blank days. 
The same shrapnel storm 
fatally wounded Prior, his best 
friend. 

So I wear a poppy—which is 
flso .the flower of sleep—for 
his pain, and his yearning for 
peace, and for all men of 
all services-who shared the 
pain and the yearning. Per- 
haps in some far millenium 
that peace will be universal,

Wage Bid

Penny Researches 
Winter Desserts

Almost all the leaves have disappeared from the

Hot meals are no 
trouble for mer Mya atic oven timer does all the work 
on roasts, except for the carving, and I can usually coerce 
one_of the. children into_helping-me—with-the-vegetables—The 
only area in which winter meals really become a problem is 
that-of-desserts:_My family. will eat roast beef all week as 
long as I change the vegetable amd the dessert, But efter a 
day of shopping I don't feel like making a pudding or baking 
a cake, and I know this feeling will get stronger when the 
Christmas rush reachés a frantic pitch, With this in mind-I 
em doing same research now into desserts that are quick and 
simple. hw 


During my research I have_ discovered a brand of 
frozen fruit crisps. These come in their own foil tin. Just heat 
them in a 45-degree oven for 25 minutes and they are ready 
to eat. A crisp, for those of my readers who may. know this 
popular dessert by another name, is a layer of fruit laid over 
with a layer of crunchy topping.-The frozen crisps I have 
found use fresh British Columbia fruits. They come in three 
flavors: apple crisp is 9§ cents, while peach and cherry crisps 
sell for 69 cents each. Each crisp contains 20 ounces and 
yields four to six servings. Since my family like their crisps 
served piping hot, I put the dessert into the oven as I serve 
the meat course. By the time we are ready for dessert, it is 
cooked and ready for use. 


Son Sets Heart on Chef's Cap 


Actually I can’t complain about cooking this year because 
one of my sons has decided to learn to cook, He comes into a 
bit of ribbing from his friends about this strange hobby and I 
have no doubt that his enthusiasm will leg in time, but right 
now he has his eyes on a position as a chef in a large hotel.

(I think seeing 
the hard sauce in the store may have inspired him to try the 
pudding, but I’m not sure.) A 12 ounce jar of this sauce is 89 
cents. It is ready to serve. As well as the usual amounts of 
sugar, butter and vanilla, this sauce is spiked with artificial 
rum and brandy flavorings, 


Yorkshire pudding mix is the latest of Jayne's cooking 
finds. As she will admit herself she is a lazy enough cook_to 
take the time to look-Tor such effort savers. A. four-ounce 
package of this mix is 29 cents. All you need to add is water. 
The package includes suggestions for both individual 
Yorkshires (baked in muffin tins) ‘and the large family-size 
Yorkshire, as well for a,dish they call “English pancakes” of 
which I have never heard, A minor mystery like that is 
enough to make me eager to give the mix a try.

It was during the American 
Civil War. On Nov. 8, 1861, a 
U.S. warship stepped a British 
ship, “Trent” out on the Atlan- 
tic and took off two pas- 
sengers. They were James 
Mason and John Slidell, who 
were going to London and 
Paris to be ambassadors for 
the Confederate states. 


The incident caused great 
anger—in Britain and Lord 


Barron's paper, —he—said—he 
was so excited he was unable 
to sleep, He went to Professor 
MacLeod at the University of 
Toronto and got permission to 
use a room in the laboratory. 

After many months of la- 
boratory work, an extract was 
finally made of the islet 
tissue. This was injected into 
diabetic dogs, and it caused 
the blood sugar to be lowered, 
as was expected. 

On January 11, 1922, the 
extract. was first used on 
patients in ¢he Toronto Gen- 
eral Hospital.

Even 80, the situation re- 
mained critical throughout the 
winter of 1861-42. Britain 
rushed about 14,000 troops to 
defend Canada in case the 
Americans. attacked. As the 
St. Lawrence was ‘frozen they 
landed in Halifax, St. 
Andrew's and Saint John from 
where they were transported 
to Quebec in sleights. Some of 
the British troops even 
marched ‘on snowshoes” and 


more amusing, in retrospect, 


allowed the British troops to 
travel through Maine to get to 
Quebec! 

Fortunately war was 
averted. President Lincoln 
knew that the North had all it 
could do to defeat the Con- 
federates, and Canada was 
not attacked. Nevertheless 
bad_ feeling.aboutthe-Trent 
Affair and some other in- 
cidents persisted on both: sides 
and was one 6f the factors 
that led to Confederation. The 
British North American 
colonies realized that they 
must unite if they were to 
survive.

Also, the take from those 
Vet Craft poppies buys small 
comforts for the men in our 
DVA hospital—a place which 
out of sheer cowardice, I 
have yet to visit.

He Was Sick, Knew It 
And Made Right Move 


By PETE LOUDON 


“I was going to work every morning with 
butterflies in my stommach—sick afraid. 

“When I got home at night, my impulse 
‘was to go to bed and pull the covers over my 
head. : 

“T didn’t want to read or watch TV or 
talk to the kids. There just wasn’t any point 
in doing anything.”' 

The speaker's name, if he would reveal 
it, would be familiar to many. Victorians. 
They would wonder what could inspire such 
fear and despondency in him, 

He couldn’t tell them himseff. 

“There was no reason for it, but there it 
was. I had a secure position which previously 
I had enjoyed. My family relationships were 
good. Our future was bright. But suddenly it 
all meant nothing.” 

He was experiencing, as he’ found out 
later, ‘a mental illness, the ome called 
depression. About 20 people a year in a city 
the size of Greater Victoria commit suicide 
because of depressidn. 

The man telling the story said he had an 
advantage over some ; he recog- 
nized that he was sick, and he went to his 
doctor. He was sent to\a.psychiatrist; they 
had some talk sessions and an ression 
drug was tried. 


Statistics show that three out of 10 
Canadians experience some mental problems 
in ‘their lifetime and one out of 10 spends 
time in a mental hospital, That means 
mental illness probably has touched the 
moe: circle in every fourth home on your 


When everyone fully understands that, 
when it's accepted that a mentally-ill person

can be cured, often faster than he can mend 
@ broken leg, people will seek help earlier, be 
cured more easily,
